Yellow fever a t H a va na is « c on sta n t m en ­ 
a ce to tho hea lth of the people of our c ou n ­ 
try. 
The best w e ha ve been a ble to do in 
the pa st is to gua rd a ga in st im porta tion 
of germ s by enforcing rigid inspection a nd 
qua ra ntine regula tions. No serious oiTorts 
ha ve ever been mutlo by the Spa nish a u ­ 
thorities to rem ove tho source of da nger, 
which beyond doubt is tho inexpressibly 
foul ha rbor of H a va na . Tho Spa nish ha ve 
been content to let this sta nd a nd fester 
yea r a fter yea r a nd deca de a fter deca de. 
If the m a tter wore left to them a lone, it 
w ould doubtless rem a in a s it is for c e n ­ 
turies more. 
Hut the U nited Sta tes is a 
different sort of govern m en t, a nd w ith in 
a few' weeks it is believed a n ew policy 
w ill ha ve boon in stitu ted in H a va na . 


H om e of Y e l l ow F e v e r . 
One o f tho first tilings o ur go vernment 
p ro p o ses to do in Havana is to clean o ut 
that harbo r. 
Yello w fever must be extir­ 
p ated as a measure o f p ro tectio n to the in­ 
terests o f o ur o wn p eo p le, to say no thing 
o f Havana and Cuba, and the so ldiers we 
may find it necessary to keep in tho island 
fo r a lo ng time to co me. 
Engineers say 
tho harbo r can he cleansed. 
So me years 
ago an English firm o ffered to clean tho 
harbo r if tho Sp anish go vernment wo uld 
give them what they fo und in the bo tto m 
o f the bay fo r their reward. 
The go vern­ 
ment wo uld no t do It, p ro bably because it 
believes the traditio ns that buried in tho 
mud o f tho harbo r is vast wealth in go ld 
and p recio us sto nes and metals, lo st there 
during tho last three centuries. 
Besides 
tho Sp an sh co uld no t sis* that much wuis 
t i lie gained by go ing thro ugh such an ex 
I o nsivo and tro ubleso me p ro cess us elean- 
i ag o ut a harbo r. 
.Just ho w tho harbo r is to bo cleaned 
do es no t as yet ap p ear. 
One suggestio n 
has been made that tho narro w entrance 
between Mo rro and Punta fo rts bo e iffer- 
damiued and all the water within the har­ 
bo r p ro p er he p ump ed o ut, enabling ico ws 
and scavengers to literally scrap e o ut the 
ro tten debris which no w makes this p retty 
bay the dirtiest in the wo rld. 
But tw do 
this, while p erhap s p o ssible as uu engi­ 
neering feat, wo uld surely threaten Ha­ 
vana with ep idemic o f the mo st deadly 
typ e during the p ro gress o f tho wo rk, be­ 
sides sto p p ing business and navigatio n fo r 
a lo ng time. 
Tho mo st likely metho d Is 
to dredge the harbo r bo tto m tho ro ughly, 
emp lo ying American energy and machin­ 
ery and sticking to it till tho nasty ho le 
had been co mp letely cleaned o ut. 


F u t u r e of Cubs» . 
Aside from the question of wa r, m a ny 
of our public m en ha ve been giv in g a ttcn 
tIon to tho future of Cuba . 
T hey rea lize 
tha t w e ha ve a pretty la rge ta sk before us 
in tha t isla nd. 
To get th e Spa nia rds ou t 
is, of course, the first th in g, hut a fter tha t 
a sta ble governm en t m u st be set up, tho 
hundreds of th ou sa nds of d estitu te people 
m u st bo fed a nd put ba ck upon their till 
a ge a cres so tha t they ma y recover their 
lost fa rms a nd support them selves a nd 
their fa m ilies.

There is in Wa shington still tho most, 
intense desire to know a ll of tie* truth 
a bout tha t disa ster a nd ji feeling tha t wo 
never sha ll know it until tho M a ine is 
ra ised bodily by m ea ns of im m en se coffer­ 
da m s built a round her distorted a nd d is­ 
membered i a rts. 
To do this w ould cost a 
grea t dea l of money, a nd yet 1 believe the 
A m erica n congress w ould gla dly vote tho 
a ppropria tion w ith w hich to do it. 
The 
destruction of the M a ine burned a nd bored 
its Impress deep in to tho hea rts a nd m in d s 
of the Am erica n people, a nd a s long a s 
t hero is a possibility of restoring the ship 
to life I believe co ngress will be disposed 
to a uthorize the necessary expenditure.

E. K rinbill sang 
“ T h e B a ttle Cry of F r e e do m ” as a 
solo, t h e c h o ir and co n g re g a tio n joiti- 
ing h e a rtily in th e g ra n d o!d chorus. 
Jg Jucig e J. D. C r a bt r e e g av e t h e first 
address of th e ev ening . 
He e m p h a ­ 
sized t h e g rav ity of the situation and 
sp oke of th e duty of the A m e ric a n citi­ 
zen in this hour, 
W a r, he said, the 
direst c a la m ity of e arth, is up on us. 
We m ay h a v e differences of op inion as 
to w h e th e r war oug h t to h a v e been 
av erted or not, but we a re bey ond all 
those considerations now. 
Hostilities 
h a v e actually beg un and t h e r e is only 
one duty of th e h o ur —to m a in ta in our 
national honor. 
T h is war m ay not be

T h e judg e found 
reasons for interference under 
this 
h ig h e r law in the Sp anish atrocities in 
C uba and the Main disaster. 
It de­ 
v olv es up on y ou. y oung men, to meet 
th e ex ig encies of this hour, as those 
old v e te ra n s h a v e met th e more serious 
issues in t h e e a rlie r day s. 
T h e women 
of this nation will bo called up on to 
m a ke sacrifices, 
and th e women of 
A m e r i c a h av e nev er been found want­ 
ing in p atriotism. W him th e judg e had 
finished he was warmly ap p lauded. 
Hon. A. C. Bardw ell was the nex t 
s p e a ke r and deliv ered a toiling address 
on t h e situation, em p hasizing some of 
the g r e a t m oral p rincip les which un­ 
de rlie this war 
Ho was op p ressed al­ 
most with t h e g ra v ity of th e situation. 
He had fondly hop ed no w ar wou d 
come. 
A g r e a t m any at th e p resent 
read t h e story of th e rebellion as they 
read t h e story of th e Rev olution.

robbers: we do not m ake a war of ag ­ 
g ression. 
It is not a war of retaliation: 
it is a w ar in th e cause of humanity 
and for be atin g back th e ba rba ria n 
hosts t h a t a r e inflicting awful suffering 
and de a t h up on th e defenceless p eop le ! 
of a n e ig h bo rin g island. 
W e art' mor­ 
ally bound to Interfere or be g uilty be- j 
fore God. 
T h is is not w ar as a school 
for p atriotism . 
P atrio tism can show 
itself in m e e tin g th e duties of citismn- 
ship at th e ballot box ami in our daily 
relations to t h e city and state. 
T h e r e 1 
is a kind of p op ular p atriotism which 
is shown in th e se times of emerg ency . 
How loy al a r e our y oung men in such 
time! 
Mr. B ardw ell illustrated t h e situa­ 
tion by a v ery telling p a ra ble which 
was forcibly g iv en. 
All 
our other 
wars h a v e been in th e interests of lib 
erty ; in this war a new idea has come 
to th e fr o n t —this one is in th e in ter­ 
ests of hum a n ity . 
It is the most unsel­ 
fish war ev er wag ed am ong men.

TROOPS A ND DRINK. 


The Curious Statistic« Showing What Ru­ 
mp« an Nations Pay F« » r Them. 
Th e friends and advocates of “ uni­ 
versal peace” and th e foes of intemper­ 
ance and inebriety are pretty generally 
agreed th at th e expenses attending war 
and war armaments and liquid bever­ 
ages of an intoxicating or exh ilarating 
kind are unduly large. 
Th ere is an old 
proverb—it is not a Swiss proverb, of 
course—to th e effect th at a man wh o 
drinks more th an h e sh ould “ drinks 
like a Swiss,” and it is for th is reason, 
perh aps—and residents of th e republic 
of Switzerland say for no better one— 
th at th e fame of residents of Switzer­ 
land for sobriety is not as farreaeh ing 
as th e fame of th e Scotch , for instance, 
for frugality. 
A recent computation 
wh ich h as appeared sh ows th at th e an­ 
nual expenditures of th e Swiss for wine, 
beer, cider and brandy are 175,000,000 
francs, six times as much as is spent on 
th e army. 
Germany expends, or, more 
properly, individual Germans expend, 
$500,000,000 a year on liquid refresh ­ 
ments, distilled or fermented—ch iefly 
Peer and lib j lie w ine—and $ 
120,000, 
000 a year on th e German army. France 
expends in a year $500,000,000 on 
drink, ch iefly wine, and $140,000,000 
a year on th e maintenance of th e army 
of th e republic. 
Th e Italians expend 
$250,000,000 a year for liquors, wines 
and cordials and $55,000,000 for th e 
Italian army, th e expenditures being in 
about the« same ratio as in oth er nations 
Austria-Hungary expends less upon 
liquor ill a year th an any oth er country 
of th e first class in Europe, amounting 
to about $225,000,000, th ough persons 
wh o are fam iliar with life along th e 
blue Danube m igh t not unreasonably 
come to th e conclusion th an 1200,000,- 
000 of th is sum was spent in th e city 
of Vienna alone in lager beer. 
Such , 
h owever, is not th e case. 
In th e m oun­ 
tainous districts, particularly in 
th e 
Tyrol, Transylvania ami 
in Croatia, 
very little wine is drunk, and th ough 
Hungary produces a large and steadily 
increaasing amount of wine a very large 
proportion of it is exported to oth er 
countries. 
Relatively not much of it is 
kept for h ome consumption. 
Th e Austria-llungarian army costs 
$70,000,000 a year, or less th an one- 
th ird of th e cost of th e liquors con­ 
sumed in a year. 
Th e Russians expend 
$300,000,000 a year in 
liquors 
and 
$150,000,000 a year, or one-h alf 
as 
much , for th e maintenance of th e army. 
England expends $48 0,000,000 a year 
on beer, nlo, wine, porter, gin, rum and 
smoky wh isky and $9 0,000,000 a year 
on th e maintenance of th e British army. 
No one knows exactly bow much is 
spent in th e United States on liquor in 
a year, especially in proh ibition states, 
but it is supposed th at th e wh isky tak­ 
en for medicinal purposes costs each 
year more th an does th e maintenance 
of th e regular army.— New York Suu. 


A Good Koftdumker. 
Edwin McIntyre, wh o lives a h erm it 
life in th e h ouse near Warren wh ere Dr. 
Pilfcon R. Raker was sh ot, h as a queer 
h obby. 
One of th e prettiest and best 
pieces of road in Maine passes in front 
of h is retreat.

McIntyre, wh o for th e last 23 years lias 
been picking up th e rocks and stones 
near h is h omo and pounding th em into 
pebbles, wh ich h e h as put in th e h igh ­ 
way. In 23 years’ time h e h as pounded 
9 00,000 stones and made th em ready for 
road use.

THE OLDE S T NE WS P A P E R. 


It VV m Established In China In the Eig hth 
Ceutti rj. 
Th e oldest newspaper in th e world is 
th e Tsing-Piio, or Peking News, founded 
in th e year 710 A. 1). 
Until quite late­ 
ly it was g* nerally supposed th at th e 
Kin Ran, a Ch inese journal publish ed 
in Peking for th e last th ousand years, 
was th e oldest newspaper in th e World. 
In a very able work recently publish ed, 
h owever, Imbuult Hnart, th e French 
consul at Canton, sh ows th at th is bipii 
h onor belongs to th e Tsing-Pao, wh ich 
h as been publish ed continuously since 
th e year 710 and is even said to h ave 
been founded some 
200 years before 
th at date, or early in th e sixth century, 
8 00 years before a newspaper was known 
in Europe. 
Th e Tsing-Pao now appears as a book 
of 24 pages, octavo size, tied in a yel­ 
low cover by two knots of rice paper 
Each page h as seven columns, and each 
column lias seven ch aracters, or letters 
wh ich read from top to bottom. 
Th e 
types are made of willow wood. 
Th is 
is th e “ edition do loxe” officially recog 
nized by th e emperor, and th e price of 
Wh ich is about 24 cents a month . Th en 
is also a popular edition, got up rough ­ 
ly on poor paper and printed, or rath er 
daubed, from a plate of engraved wax. 
Th is costs 10 cents per m onth and is 
issued an h our before th e oth er. 
It is th e official journal of th e gov­ 
ernment— th e “ Tim es” of Ch ina, 
it 
gives all th e details concerning th e per- 
son of th e emperor, h is movements, h is 
maladies, h is remedies, th e imperial 
decrees and th e reports of th e ministers, 
in th e printing of wh ich every error is 
punish ed with death . 
It announces to all th e provinces th e 
date wh ich h as been fixed by th e em­ 
peror for th e people to ch ange th eir 
summer h ats for winter ones, wh ich 
th ey are expected to do as one. man 
Th is journal is easy to read, for it ap­ 
pears in an English translation in 
Sh angh ai. 
After tlio Tsing-Pao th e most impor­ 
tant paper in Ch ina is of modern date— 
th e 
Ch in-Puo, 
or 
Sh angh ai 
News, 
founded in 18 72. It h as a circulation of 
some 15,000 copies, and at th e close of 
th e Frauco-Ch ines* war Li Hung Ch ang 
made use of it—an innovation till th en 
unknown— to influence public opinion 
and demonstrate by h istory th e righ ts 
of th e Ch inese over Anam. 
Ch inese newspapers are usually print­ 
ed on yellow paper, wh ich is ch anged to 
blue in case of mourning and red on 
gala days. Ono paper h as tlireo editions 
each day—on yellow paper in th e morn­ 
ing, gray at noon and wh ite at nigh t— 
so th at th e sellers cannot substitute one 
edition for anoth er in serving th eir cus­ 
tomers. 
Anoth er journal h as a title 
wh ich signifies “ th e reproduction of 
w h at it is necessary to know ,” all given 
on a couple of pages, octavo size. Th ey 
readily attem pt to “ en-Ch inese” foreign 
words, as, for instance, th e word “ tele­ 
ph one” is mad 
co read “ to-il fonug.” 
Th e Ch inese press, like many of rh eir 
oth er institutions, h as remained station­ 
ary for 1,000 years, but is now begin­ 
ning to wake up and modernize itself.

Clan» Mirror« of th« Ancient« . 
M. Berth elot h as from time to time 
unearth ed a vast amount of valuable in­ 
formation respecting th e ch emistry and 
tech nology of th e ancients. 
His latest 
research es h ave reference to some glass 
mirrors found near Rh eims and wh ich 
date from th e th ird and fourth cen 
turies. Th e glass was coated with a me­ 
tallic substance and also with a layer of 
wh itish material. 
Th e metal proved to 
bo lead, with no trace of gold, silver, 
copper, tin, antimony or mercury, nor 
was th ere any organic substance pres 
eut, sh owing th at no extraneous m ate­ 
rial was used to cement th e lead to th e 
glass. 
Th e mirrors appeared to h av< 
been cut from 
h ollow 
blown glass 
globes, aud it is possible th at befort 
being cut th e molten lead h ad been 
poured into th e interior, adh ering to 
th o previously warmed glass. Th e w h it­ 
ish layer consisted of lead carbonate and 
lead oxide formed by th e oxidation of 
th o lead coating aud calcium carbonate, 
wh ich h ad been deposited from th e wa 
ter of th e district m wh ich tlie mirrors 
were found.—Industries and Irou.
